Rider was John Conlan, 18 year old 
Bonanza employee who’d never raced 
before, 


But what pleased us as much as the 
records was the fact that several persons 
who were there reported that Bonanza 
did a great deal to change Bonneville’s 
attitude toward small displacement ve- 
hicles. 


Standard Bonanza double-loop con- 
struction was used in all four bikes and 
the outside tire diameter was only 12’’

Cyclists Are Type Cast 
(Guest Editorialist Berry, besides being 
an enthusiastic motorcyclist, is probably

Troop.” He is currently the star of “May- 
berry RFD” on tv and has appeared in 
several movies. Berry has been ranked 
with Charlie Chaplin as a comic actor 
and may be the most talented funnyman 
on tv.)

There’s an element of our society that 
has been segregated far too long, This 
comes from their being misunderstood, 
maligned, and being classified as second- 
class citizens, I’m talking about your 
day-to-day American motorcyclist. 

For years I’ve considered myself a 
motorcycle buff (three bikes: Honda 160, 
basically a street bike; Honda 90, com- 
bination street and dirt bike; and a 
Yamaha 125, dirt bike). Riding them has 
always been a pleasant, healthy experi- 
ence, but now, quite frankly, Im be- 
coming increasingly more afraid, It’s a 
fear, I might add, not entirely unfounded, 

I don’t know exactly what the figures 
are, but I read somewhere that in most 
of your automobile accidents involving 
motorcycles, the fault lies with the car, 

Why? Well, I’ve been spending some 
leisure hours in recent times examining 
this frightening phenomenon and have 
come up with some startling observa- 
tions, The basic problem lies in the con- 
cept of the motorcyclist himself, 

The opinion one usually has of the guy 
who rides the motor bike is not exactly 
a sane one, He almost never is envision- 
ed as a clean-cut, uncomplicated indivi- 
dual, with a wife and a family whocomes 
home at night to a quiet dinner followed 
by relaxing tv watching, Rather, he is 
painted as ‘‘The Wild One’’ — a figure of 
irresponsibility and indifference, who 
sleeps most of the time, spends evenings 
terrorizing neighborhoods and trying to 
run down old ladies with their arms full 
of groceries. 

It is perhaps because of this very be- 
lief (shared by a large segment of our 
population) that a veritable contempt for 
the motorcyclist exists. I think I can cite 
one example of this — a personal one — 
which took place some months ago when 
I was riding my bike in a fairly isolated 
section around Mulholland Drive, I was 
driving along at the speed limit when 
suddenly a car coming from the opposite 
direction leaves his own lane, moves into

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Sage Hoppers Hit The Beach At Rosarita

ROSARITA BEACH, MEXICO, Sept. 7, 
1969— Terry Davis was the Open Expert 
winner and Dave Smith had two wins in 
the 250 and 100 Novices classes, but the 
Beach Master at Rosarita is Martin 
Tripes who won the combined 125 and 
Open race on a Penton. 

The Sage Hoppers-moved District 38 
to Mexico for their European Scrambles 
on the original Rosarita Beach course. 
Although not as large as the Rosarita 
Grand Prix of years past, just under 200 
riders were on hand, 

Two beautiful trophies were donated by 
Mexican companies, A trophy for the 
overall Open Expert winner was donated 
by the Corona Beer Company, A trophy 
for the overall Open Novice winner was 
donated by the Ford Motor Company 
of Tijuana, 

The course could be described as a 
rough and dusty one-way motocross 
course with a high speed return road, 
After scrambling up and down the dirt 
banks and trash dumps, the riders leap- 
ed‘off a tidal bench and slithered through 
dry sand to the beach, The slightly curv- 
ing strand was a top-gear, tucked-in 
stretch all the way until time tocutaway 
from. the flat, wet sand and begin a new 
laps The transition from fast beach to 
soft sand is like driving into the road’s 
shoulder at highway speeds, Lots of 
snakey, shakey action here, 

The Sage Hoppers came upon this site 
after their old course at Encinitas was 
sold for a housing development, Carlos 
Iribe of the Tijuana Racing Association 
procured the site for the Sage Hoppers, 

In the Novice class the 125’s and the 
Open bikes were combined because there 
were enough 250’s to run by themselves, 

Riding a 360 Maico, Frank Roberts led 
a close three-way race for first with 
D.E, Molitor on a big bore Husky and 
Martin Tripes on his Penton, Ignition 
break down slowed Frank’s Maico, so 
D.E, and Marty went by, That Penton was 
flying. Not content with second overall, 
Marty passed the Husky too, Molitor 
crashed once later but didn’t lose any 
positions, 

In true giant-killer form, Marty Tripes 
slew the. whole field of 360cc-and-up 
bikes with the lithe Penton, Incredible? 
Hold on, There’s more, Marty is a first 
year Novice and is 13 years old, He 
probably won’t even start shaving for 
three or four more years, 

Dave Smith slipped his Husky infor the 
win in the 250 Novice and Dave unlimber- 
ed his Kawasaki to wrap up the 100cc 
race, Marsha Metz used a Yamaha Van- 
Tech to win the distaff portion of the 
100’s race, 

An hour long race is an endurance test 
for the scorers as well as the riders, but 
from here it looks like Kim Gifford took 
the second honors in the 250 Novice, 

After running about third for the open- 
ing laps, Terry Davis wore out the op- 
Position and moved his Husky into the 
front of the combined Expert pack, 

With a little help from the attrition 
factor, steady John Kenyon weeded 
through the other 250’s to make his 
Suzuki a class winner. Bob Silverthorn 
had another sparkling Penton and took 
the 125 Expert class, 

One man seemed to be‘lashing out at 
the current motocross and cross-country 
establishment by riding a 1964 30.50 
Triumph. The rider, Joe Stemmer, said 
that he likes his mount for its good hand- 
ling and most of all its reliability, hence 
he had named it ‘Mr. Dependable.’

I feel, to be a racer’s wife, youhave to 
more than just like motorcycles. You 
have married a guy who breathes, eats 
and sleeps motorcycles 365 days of 
the year! 

I am one of the wives who really dig 
motorcycles and motorcycle races, As 
far as the races go, I feel there’s more 
to it than just being there, saying ‘I’m 
Mrs, Racer So-and-So’’ and sitting in the 
stands yakking with the gals about things 
that don’t pertain to racing, and not even 
watching the races, I go to the races to 
watch ‘my husband and his fellow com- 
petitors RACE, 

Prior to the races it’s sometimes very 
hectic, While my husband is busy work- 
ing on his bikes, getting them ready, I’m 
busy getting his leathers cleaned, making

sure all the zippers work, seeing if any 
repairs are needed, getting together the 
proper face shields for the event, plus 
clean rags to polish the shields and wipe 
his hands on, and face shield cleaner. I 
also chase after parts when needed, 

When we travel (and we doalot)I have 
the responsibility of getting our van 
packed and ready to go, getting our 
clothes ready, and take our daughter to 
the babysitter. I do the majority of the 
driving when we travel, This way my guy 
can get some sleep and rest, and be ready 
to go out and do his best at the races, 
Besides, I like to drive. 

At most professional races women 
aren’t allowed in the pits during the 
races. I feel this is best for all con- 
cerned, for most of the gals would just 


be underfoot and not any help, While up 
in the stands you’ll find me with a stop- 
watch in one hand, a pencil in the other 
and a pad of paper on my lap, With these 
items I check out my husband’s times 
per lap in practice, I usually check with 
him a couple of times during practice to 
let him know what his approximate speeds 
are so he can make changes if necessary 
before time trials. 

During the races I keep track of who’s 
in each race and what position they fin- 
ish in — also the times for the events, 
During the Main Events I keep a running 
account of each rider’s position onevery

Most motoring buffs know that Har- 
rah’s Automobile Collection, located 
near Reno in Sparks, Nevada, is the 
world’s largest assemblage of old and 
honored cars, 

It is less well known that Harrah’s 
also houses a good number of old and 
honored motorcycles, Not so many bikes 
as cars, to be sure — the Collection in- 
cludes more than 1400 automobiles — but 
78 motorcycles is no small number. 

These figures are somewhat mislead- 
ing, for the visitor to the Collection will 
not see 1400 cars, nor 78 motorcycles. 
For this he may be thankful, in respect 
to the cars, 

The number of cars inthe showrooms, 
750, is quite sufficient to thoroughly ex- 
haust the enthusiast who comes to spend 
a day. At least two days, and better 
three, are required to achieve any sort 
of intelligible review of the Duesenbergs, 
the Cords, the Auburns, Rolls, Packards, 
Franklins, Thomases, Fords (144 
Fords!), Mercedes-Benzes, Bugatties, 
and on and on, 

The number of types and kinds of 
automobiles men have constructed is 
literally bewildering. That is not fully 
appreciated until one visits Harrah’s, 

Where are the missing cars? Accord- 
ing to Gene Tarnowsky, public relations 
officer for the Collection, Harrah’s pres- 
ent seven acre site simply isn’t large 
enough to accommodate all the automo- 
biles. The others are stored in ware- 
houses around Reno and Sparks. 

In addition to automobiles and motor- 
cycles, Harrah’s collects other vehicles, 
— ‘anything that moves under its own 
power,’’ as Tarnowsky put it. Thus, 
along with the bikes and cars, there are 
boats, trains, trucks, airplanes, trailers, 
tractors, and anything else that goes. 

Back to the motorcycles, Of the 78 in 
Harrah’s catalog, only 21 are ondisplay, 
all but two of these are parked along a 
back wall in Showroom 2 (Harrah’s has 
three showrooms.) There is a good se- 
lection here, including such famous but 
now defunct names as The Flying Mer- 
kel, Pope, Reading Standard, Pierce, 
Neracar, Cyclone and Excelsior. 

These motorcycles, when fully re- 
stored, are as like new as it is possible 
to make them, inside and out,A research 
department looks after authenticity. The 
restoration process may involve some 
peculiar problems, as Tarnowsky ex- 
plained, 

“For example, if an engine had bronze 
bearings when it was manufactured, we 
put bronze bearings in it. Of course the 
mechanics want to put other bearings in 
it, which would allow it to turn more 
rpms and last three to four times as 
long, But the idea is not to make it better. 
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At Harrah s N 


Could this have been Shorty Seaborne’s original flattracker? No, he’s not that old. 


We want it to be original, to be just as it 
was when it was new, in the dealer’s 
showroom,’ 

Tarnowsky admitted motorcycles are 
not high on Harrah’s list of priorities 
for restoration, Cars come first, But the 
bikes are there, in the warehouses, and 
where work on them was one intermit- 
tent, it is»now a continuing concern. 

In the main restoration shop where 
assembly occurs, and through which 
visitors pass on their way to different 
showrooms, an observant eye will notice 
the small section devoted to motor- 
cycles, 

This is the domain of Ray Moyer, old 
time bike racer and lifelong motorcycle 
mechanic, s 

Moyer is a delightful man to talk with, 
full of knowledge and stories acquired 
during a career which goes back about 
as far as motorcycles do. Age has not 
slowed his enthusiasm for bikes, al- 
though he did recently sell his last 
motorcycle, a Honda 450, He is expert 
at this work, Harrah’s considers him a 
master craftsman, and they are fortu- 
nate to have him, 

When interviewed Moyer was working 
on a 1914 Militaire, a machine he didn’t

between gears which seemed to make 
shifting unnecessary. But you do it any- 
way because it’s fun, 

Two variations on the theme are offer- 
ed. One leans to the roadracer image, 
Long low tank, flat bars and short forks 
all contribute, This model also uses the 
desmo head, which is definitely exotic 
and goes well with the overall trend, 

An immediately familiar feeling is 
noticed when first sitting on the scram- 
bler type model, It feels like a fun, 
general purpose bike would after you 
lived with it a few years, It doesn’t feel 
sophisticated like the roadracer type but 
goes nearly as well and inspires cour- 
age to play Dave Bickers.

Does a motorcycle restoration at Har- 
rah’s take much time? ‘‘Not for labor,” 
according to Moyer, ‘‘But to get the 
parts, like the gas tank here (referring 
to the Militaire) — that takes time, I’m 
still waiting for it.” 

Moyer obviously enjoys trying out the 
machines he works on, and this is not 
unusual at Harrah’s, All restored ve- 
hicles must be in working order and 
properly adjusted for operation, 

In this report on motorcycles at Har- 
rah’s, it seems proper to say that, al- 
though motorcycles are but a small part 
of the Collection, the number of bikes 
displayed will steadily increase now that 
Moyer is devoting his full attention 
to them, 

It should be noted that Harfah’s wel- 
comes visits from clubs, and prepares 
special tours for them. Write to Gene

SUNDAY, August 17th— Paul and I did a 
tad better today as the track was a real 
fun course, and more to our liking, This 
course is called Ramsden Heath and is 
about thirty miles from the Little Walt- 
ham Inn where we are staying.

Paul and I 
were write-ins as these events require 
that the riders send in entries several 
weeks in advance, They have a complete 
program printed up with all riders 
names, numbers, size and make of ma- 
chine, town they are from, and club 
which they represent listed, There were 
nineteen sidecars registered today. 

The first event was All-comers to 
250cc. (Experts and Juniors-riding to- 
gether in all of these meets) with about 
thirty riders per heat, three heats, Paul 
placed sixth in heat 2 andI was second in 
heat 3. In the final of this event Paul 
placed eleventh and I was in fifth place, 

Event two was the 300-442cc, Solo 
Eastern Centre Championship, Paul 
Placed fifth in heat 1 of thirty-one riders, 
I was sixth in heat 2 of thirty-one riders, 
In the final of thirty riders I placed 
eighth, Paul broke a shift lever and 
didn’t finish, 

Event four was for Allcomers up to 
1,000cc, five heats, thirty riders per 
heat, I finished second in heat 3 and fifth 
in the final event, This makes us happy 
as Mr. Cobb of the Greeves Factory has 
promised us a days free practice at 
Halstead Track when we place fifth or 
better in any final event, This costs five 
Pounds per day here to use the track 

($12.00).

Monday, August 25th — Yesterday we 
raced at a track called Wattisfield Hall 
between Burry and St, Edmonds about 
eight miles out of Diss. The meet was 
sponsored by Diss and District Motor 
Cycle Club, Paul’s racing was confined 
to the pits due to his getting off his ma- 
chine before stopping last Thursday. 

The course had many tight corners 
and bumpy sections plus fourth gear 
jumps. I ran in three heat races and 
three final events, I passed one rider in 
mid air coming off a jump. Then! thought 
about staying in one piece and cooled 
things a bit. 

Event 1 was the Eastern Centre Cham- 
pionship Round for machines up to 250cc, 
three heats, thirty six riders per heat 
and thirty-six in the final, I placed fifth 
in heat 1 and sixth in the final event 
overall. 

Event 5 was Allcomers up to 1,000cc 
for the Derry Preston-Cobb Cup and the 
Ernie Austin Cup, The Ernie Austin Cup 
is a Perpetual Trophy on which the win- 
ner’s name is engraved. He also re- 
ceives a smaller cup. There were one 
hundred and sixty one entries in this 
race, five heats, with thirty five in the

Carroll Jackson and his Number 1 BSA 
enjoyed the taste of victory last night in 
Hanford, and decided to go for seconds, 
He might have had no trouble at all, if it 
had not been for a well known Number

plenty busy maintaining the lead, But if 
these expert riders were not worthy of 
their class, disaster might have struck, 
These speedsters know exactly what they 
are doing at all times — no room for 
error here — and certainly no place for 
a beginner, These guys play for keeps.

SEARS POINT, CAL., Sept. 6, 7, 1969 — 
AMA national road racing returned to the 
West Coast for the first time in three 
years and it looks like the new Sears 
Point Raceway is just what the doctor 
ordered, 

The 2.5 mile track, located on the 
north edge of San Francisco Bay, hosted 
the best in road racing last weekend and 
enough happenings took place to fill a 
book, 

Suzuki, which had been’chasing Harley- 
Davidson all year long in national pave- 
ment races, put everything together this 
time and won their first national title in 
the professional ranks, 

Second year expert Art Baumann gave 
the more than 20,000 Bay area fans a 
show in the 125 mile final, The favored 
Cal Rayborn led the first five laps before 
being passed by Baumann who was never 
to lose the lead.

The 50 lap national final hosted all of 
the factory teams with Suzuki now be- 
coming the first Japanese machine to win 
a big bore nationalin the USA, It was also 
the first time since 1967 that a 500cc 
machine has won a national road race, It 
was also the first national win for Bau- 
mann who jumped from the Yamaha team 
this year to the Suzuki brand, 

Rayborn dropped out of the race run- 
ning in second place about fourteen sec- 
onds back of Baumann on the 17th lap, 
From that point on it was Baumann and 
the Suzuki breezing along with the race 
reverting to second through tenth place, 

The two qualifying heat races saw 
Rayborn the winner of one and Yamaha 
mounted Ralph White on a private entry 
the winner of the other, White’s win was 
the first by a private entry over the 
various team riders in many an outing, 
White dropped out of the final with en- 
gine troubles on the 14th lap running in 
fourth position,

H-D lost the services of Walt Fulton 
a week earlier when he crashed hard in 
aCanadian road race (Mossport) and was 
replaced by Odom whorode a surprising- 
ly good race before his engine quit. 

The good luck for Harley came to Mert 
Lawwill who finished fourth, This gave 
Mert a stretch on the national points over 
Rayborn that may be unbeatable with only 
three more national races remaining on 
the schedule this year, Allare on the dirt. 

Roger Reiman returned to cycle racing 
and placed third for the best showing by 
the brand that has dominated big bore 
racing the past two years. 

Yamaha 350 honors went to first year 
expert Ron Pierce who finished second 
to Baumann, Yamaha dominated the top 
ten places on Sunday with five riders 
inside the select group. 

Suzuki nearly scored a 1-2 finish with 
Ron Grant, Baumann’s teammate, run- 
ning in a strong second until the 28th lap, 
Grant had taken over second when Ray- 
born dropped out but engine troubles 
forced him to the pits, Pierce then 
moved into second and held it to the finish 
by about a third of a lap over Reiman, 

Ninety degree cloudless weather 
greeted the fans and riders and the track 
heat was estimated at 105 degrees, Chuck 
Palmgren, the Triumph team hope, pull- 
ed out of the race due to the heat while 
running in seventh on the 34th lap. 

Canadian Yvaon Duhamel had his trou- 
bles but came from the back to finish in* 
8th place. Yvon crashed in practice on 
Friday, crashed again with a seized en- 
gine in the heat race on Sunday, and bor- 
rowed spare parts from Dan Vesco to 
make the final, Then Duhamel fouled his 
sparkplugs on the first lap, pitted, 
changed plugs and came from nearly two 
laps off the pace to finish in the top ten, 

Factory team riders and machines 
again dominated the national with rookie 
Tom Rockwood the first privateer across 
the finish line in sixth place aboard the 
Mel Dinesen Yamaha 350, 

Baumann and Pierce were the tworid- 
ers with the best averages in the two day 
event, Yamaha again swept the 250 class 
final, taking seven of the first ten places 
with factory and private entries, 

Pierce, a member of the American 
Yamaha factory team, scored his first 
major win this year by leading the 250 
final from wire to wire, Duhamel chased 
all the way but had to settle for second in 
both the heat and the final for his first 
250 defeats of the year, 


The Harley teams good luck finally ran 
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Mark Brelsford felt fine and said he loved the 
course but his broken collarbone began bother- 
ing him and forced an early retirement from 
the race. 

Art Baumann, on a team Kawasaki, 
edged by Ralph White ona private Yama- 
ha in the final five laps to capture third 
place. Canadian Pete Kellond also had a 
good weekend-with a fifth place finish in 
both the 250 and 125 national aboard 
Yamaha 250’s and 350’s, Rayborn backed 
up Baumann for Kawasaki with a 6th in 
the 250 race, Grant rode the lone Suzuki 
entry in for a seventh, 

The 50 mile amateur race started as 
a two rider duel between Dave Bloom on 
a Yamaha from Michigan and Jimmy 
Dunn on a Suzuki from Washington. Dunn 
led the first three laps before being 
passed by Bloom. Bloom appeared to have 
it wrapped on hiss Yamaha 350 until he 
fell off on lap six,.From thatpointon the 
pint-sized rider wheeled the team Suzuki 
with ease to his first win, The race was 
for second most of the way between vet- 
eran Jim Deehan and dirt tracker Don 
Castro, 

Deehan also crashed late in the race 
with Castro, riding inhisfirstroad race, 
taking the Norm Lee Triumph into the 
winner’s circle. Third went to Mary- 
land’s Mike Sponseller, also Triumph 
mounted, — 

The sidehacks made their firstappear- 
ance at a national road race, running two 
heats on Saturday and the final on Sunday., 
It was a runaway and strictly no-contest 
for the Harley team of Dean Hummer 
and Rulon Gulbranson, 

The only mark on the entire weekend 
came early Sunday morning in practice 
when Markel, Gene Romero andamateur 
Lee Patterson became involved in a 
chain reaction type spill. 

Markel nicked a haybale with his 
handlebar and fell taking the other two 
riders with him, Romero received over 
30 stitches in his chin and returned to 
ride a fine race and finish in 9th. 

Patterson, a veteran amateur from 
Fresno, received fatal injuries and was 
pronounced dead on arrival at the local 
hospital, Lee had twice finished better 
than 10th in the Daytona 100 mile ama-

mine, and begins heading straight toward 
me (obviously trying to see what I would 
do). He naturally drove me off the road 
and into the dirt. I suppose he thought 
this was some sort of gag, 

The other problem that faces the 
motorcyclist is a more intricate one; one 
that requires some careful thinking to 
find a solution, It is that people just don’t 
see motorcycles, I think it’s apsycholo- 
gical thing. It’s as if the fellowriding the 
bike just wasn’t on the same highway as 
the car, 

For example (and again this is from 
personal experience) I’ve found myself 
at a red light, waiting for it to change, 
so that I can move ahead. Across from 
me are some cars ready to make a left, 
They will invariably inch their way in, 
letting other cars go by until one lets 
them make their turn. If a bike is in 
front, on the other hand, they’ll justplow 
left, completely oblivious to the existence 
of the motorcycle, and its occupant’s own 
personal safety — or desires! 

I feel there has to be a solution to this 
vehicular injustice. The nation has to be 
made safe for the motorcyclist! 

As an intial step, I think cars should 
be provided with bumper stickers read- 
ing “THINK MOTORCYCLE”, Perhaps 
this might have some sobering effects on 
other drivers and remind them that other 
types of movable transportation do exist, 

Secondly, maybe our driving tests can 
become more demanding and restrictive. 
I think too many individuals are driving 
who are simply irresponsible and reck- 
less (regardless of the vehicle), These 
types are dangerous enough for other 
cars, but what about to the persons riding 
the bikes who have absolutely nothing to 
protect them! 

Finally, I think the general attitude 
toward the motorcyclists themselves 
should change. The fallacy that they are 
an inferior race, notfitto share the same 
crowded highways as the VW’shave tobe 
erradicated, Quite simply, the guy on the 
motor bike needs to be elevated to equal 
standing with other members of his com- 
munity, Surely a society thatis sophisti- 
cated enough to go to the moon, can give 
the poor motorcycle THE RIGHT 
OF WAY.

Another pair with possibilities of 
the Novice win were John Hateley and 
Jim Raymond, both on Montesas, Hateley 
won his qualifying heat but Raymond

It was in this heat that Bill McDowell’s 
troubles started and he must hold some 
kind of record of how many times youcan 
fall off in a TT, He went down and lay 
there, The ambulance moved out to check 
him over but he got up re-mounted and 
made it back to the line after the race 
was black-flagged and earned himself a 
transfer position to the Main, In the Main 
he dumped it again, another black flag 
and another re-start and it was only a 
few minutes later than he was off again 
but this time for good. It was time to 
retire!

Motorcycle Safety Program Promoted By San Diego Dealers

Spark plugged by Gene and Sandy LePre 
of Floyd Emde’s Motorcycle Company 
and with the cooperation of Mr. Jim 
Loomis of the San Diego County Council 
of the Boy Scouts of America, the San 
Diego County Motorcycle Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation is sponsoring a new post of Ex- 
plorer Scouts which will be motorcycle 
oriented, 

After suffering much indifference and 
many rebukes from Public Education 
Officials and Administrators when ap- 
proached about including motorcycle 
safety and instruction in the City Schools 
Driver Education Program, the dealers 
who were adamantin their desire to teach 
motorcycle safety to youngsters of high 
school age, took their program to the 
San Diego Council of Boy Scouts of 
America, The executives of the Boy Scout 
Council were sympathetic and coopera- 
tive because dealing with the young men 
of the country, they were fully aware of 
the teenagers obsession with motor- 
cycles, Also the necessity of inaugurat- 
ing some kind of program that would get 
youngsters riding motorcycles onto the 
streets and highways with at least a 
basic knowledge of the handling and care 
of a two-wheeled motor vehicle. 

Because of their concern over the in- 
creasing accident rate among young 
motorcycle riders in the state, the Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol’s Lt. John Annis 
who is an Education and Information 
Officer, was anxious to assist inany way 
possible and assigned Motorcycle State 
Traffic Officer Wilson B. Moore of the

give instruction and guidance to be- 
ginning riders. 

The San Diego Traffic Safety Council 
offered their facilities and directed Mr. 
Walter DeFelice, Jr.andSam Manheimer 
to lend their assistance to the program, 

San Diego City Councilman A Hen Hitch 
expressed his interest and pledged his 
full support in securing property for off- 
road instructing of fledgling riders, 

The San Diego Police Department 
added its support to the project and as- 
signed Officer Charles Schreck of the 


Traffic Bureau to assist in instructing 
the young riders, Withall plans carefully 
laid, a meeting for prospective members 
of the new Boy Scout Post was called ior 
2 p.m. on Sunday, August 17, 1969 at the 
Boy Scout Headquarters in Balbsa Park. 

75 boys between the ages of 14 and 18 
were registered at the first meeting of 
which more than half own their own 
motorcycles. At the same time, more 
than 25 adults (mostly fathers). signed up 
to assist in the venture, 

The education of the members of the 
Explorer Scouts Motorcycle Post willbe 
offered in three phases, The first four 
months will- cover dirt riding with em-

Shops, Races and other Motorcycle 
Events, but pliable enough to allow the 
Explorer Scouts to plan activities of their 
own as well as field trips. 

It will also sponsor family oriented 
programs to stimulate parental interest 
in cycling safety, and advancing an ab- 
sorbing hobby which when approached 
sensibly and taught by professionals 
may lead to a future vocation,
